This 
seems to us an admirable remark, and, 
indeed, the spirit which pervades the 
paper is just the spirit which we delight to 
find pervading the essays of commentators 
on the Classics. Such men are in the old 
and best sense pontiffs or bridge-builders, 
that is to say men occupied in removing 
the difficulties which lie between man and 
the appreciative stady of that underlying 
mass of truth which exists in all religions. 
To quote the words of Max Miiller, “‘ No 
doubt the solid rock, the human heart, 
must be the same everywhere; some of 
the pillars even and the ancient vaults 
may be the same everywhere, wherever 
there is religion, faith, or worship.” 
But by far the most interesting paper in 
the number is a lecture on Pootoo, ancient 
and modern, by the Rev. J. Butler. De- 
scriptions of the Chusan Archipelago have 
appeared in these columns, but the present 
essay is historical rather than descriptive. 
It begins thus :—‘‘ The island now called 
Pootoo is supposed to be but the survi 
fragment of a larger island which 
extended seaward several miles in a 
easterly direction. Tradition says 
ago the sea dragon inhabiting those 
having become incensed at the bad treat- 
ment he had received from the inhabitants, 
in a moment of rage opened his capacious 
mouth and swallowed the larger part of 
the island. Whether or not the dragon 
performed such a noted feat is justly 
open to doubt, but that a good part of 
the island at some former period sank 
beneath the waves has no inherent im- 
probability in itself, and when viewed in 
connection with surviving facts it seems to 
be the most natural and plausible conclu- 
sion to arrive at. The aspect of the entire 
group of islands in the Chusan Archipelago 
suggests earthquakes and internal fires, and 
when we add to this the presence of various 
sunken rocks seen at low water, together 
with a number of small green islets dotting 
the surface of the blue sea in the region 
supposed to have been once occupied by 
the parent island, the most reasonable con- 
clusion to arrive at seems to be that which 
the tradition of the place maintains, viz., 


| that the present Pootoo is but a part of a 


large island once known as Lah-gyiac-saen, 
most of which now lies buried under the 


>| waves of the Pacific.”

THE RECEPTION OF GENERAL 
GRANT IN SHANGHAI. 


As soon as it became known that 
Shanghai was likely to be honoured by a 
visit from General and Mrs. Grant, accom- 
panied by their son Colonel F. Grant and 
suite, it was unanimously determined at a 
public meeting held in the Lyceum Theatre 
that a public reception should be given 
them—a reception which, in the language 
of Mr. R. W. Little, the Chairman 
of the Meeting, should be general, 
not merely official ; cosmopolitan, not 
merely sectional. This determination has 
been carried out in a most appropriate 
and sensible manner, and Shanghai has 
reason to be proud of the welcome ac- 


‘corded to the General on his arrival on 


Saturday. It was a welcome eclipsing the 
earnestness which characterised the demon- 
strations on the Duke of Edinburgh and the 
Grand Duke Alexis’s visits, while at the 
same time the excellence of the proceed- 
ings indicated that it was not overdone. 
The arrangements reflected much credit 
on the Committee, and favoured with 
glorious weather, bright sunshine tempered 
with a refreshing breeze, the community 
was busy preparing for the reception 
from the time the General was known 
to have passed Gutzlaff, in the Ashuelot, 
sop tage rare Ne aaa 
eight o'clock on Wednesday night. 
This news was telegraphed to Shanghai, 
and by nine o'clock expresses had been 
circulated that the Ashwelot passed Gutzlaff 
at 6.20 a.m., and was expected to ar- 
rive at Woosung about eleven, which 
was rather earlier than was expected 
would be the case on Friday night. It had 
been arranged that the Monocacy, with D. 
H. Bailey Esq., the United States Consul- 
General, and some of the members of the 
Committee should meet the General at 
Woosung, but it was thought she would not 
leave until the middle of the forenoon. 
The early news, however, of the Ashuelot 
having passed Gutzlaff necessitated her 
departure at an earlier hour, and she left 
about a quarter past nine with D. H. Bailey, 
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Kaj., Mr. and. Mrs. Little, Mra. Holcombe, 
and, Mesere; G. J. Helland, J. G. Purden, 
P, G, Httbbe, aad F. B. Forbes. on board.

TORCH-LIGHT PROCESSION OF THE 
FIRE BRIGADES. 


THE ILLUMINATIONS. 
As predicted, in consequence of the fine- 
ness of the weather, the torch-light proces- 
sion of the Fire Brigades and the accom- 
panying illumination of the Settlements, 
last night, were so complete in every respect 
a8 to leave nothing to be desired—affordiag 
asight at once so novel and interesting that 
it could not have failed to have struck the

vantage” in the Settlement from which 
to behold such a display—with pleasure 


|, and surprise. The procession was formed 


on the French Bund at half-past nine 
o'clock, and as arranged by Mr. ©. J. 


Ashley, the Chief Engineer, was to have 
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proceeded along the following line of march : 
—Through the French and English Bunds, 
the Soochow, Yuen-ming-yuen, and Peking 
Roads to Kiangse Road, then to Kiukiang 
Road, and from thence return to the Bund. 

The decoration of the engines and hose 
trucks was carried out on an extensive 
acale, though some were to be found who 
carped at the idea of embellishing fire 
engines and their tenders with flowers, 
evergreens, flags, and transparencies— 
but the majority were in favour of 
these excellent methods of ornamenta- 
tion, and loudly testified their approval 
as the procession wended its way as 
above described, headed by the Town 
Band—who were on this occasion helped 
by the addition of a cornet player and a side 
drummer from one of the U.S. ships of war. 

The Mih-ho-loong Hook and Ladder Com- 
pany’s truck was certainly the most con- 
spicuous object in the procession. On each 
side was the Company's motto, “ Say the 
word, and down comes your house,” while on 
the top were two enormous dragons, which 
being illuminated from within presented a 
most unique and attractive appearance. 
These were flanked by the American, French, 
English and German flags, supplemented 
by crimson lanterns. In front was a large 
transparent shield, on which was painted 
the sentence, “The Mih-ho-loongs’ wel- 
come to Grant,” above which floated a 
large U.S. ensign. This Company very 
appropriately headed the procession. 

The Hongkew Hook and Ladder Com- 
pany has been defunct about a month, and 
therefore could not put in an appearance. 

But it is time a word or two was said 
about the details of the decoration of 
the engines themselves, and, describing 
them in accordance with their position 
in the procession, we will take No. 2 
first—No. 1 being non est. On the top 
in the .centre was planted a large Am- 
erican flag, while at the corners were 
placed smaller American, English, French 
and German flags. Between these was 
fixed a red transparency, bearing the 
word “‘ Excelsior !” the motto of the Hong- 
kew Company. Both sides of the engine 
bore transparencies representing the U.S. 
stars and stripes, in the centre of the on¢ 
to the left being the words in large letters, 
** Hail Columbia!” and on the other the 
word ‘‘ Welcome,” the whole producing a 
very pretty effect. The accompanying 
trucks were made gay with various coloured 
Chinese lanterns. | 

No. 4, “ The Deluge,” presented a really 
unique appearance, its adornment being 
quite out of the common, and saying much 
for the wonderful fertility of the inventive 
powers of the Committee. In front of the 
engine was a shield, bearing the words, 
* Deluge ; 4, 8.F.D.,” while on the left side 
was a large transparency, a picture copied 
from the well-known work entitled ‘‘ The 
Warin the South,” and representing General 
Grant planting the Stars and Stripes on a 
surrendered battery and receiving the 
sword of his vanquished foe, while the 
Angel of Victory crowns the colours with 
laurel. Around was depicted a never-failing 
group on a battlefield—the triumphant 


‘soltliery, the wounded and thedead. This 


picture was the work of a Chihese artist, 
and occupied nearly a fortnight in painting. 


On the right-hand side of the engine 
was placed another transparency on 
which the following legend was inscribed, 
‘Grant, and the Great Republic”—the 
whole being surrounded with American, 
English, French, and German flags. One 


of the hose trucks accompanying the 


engine bore a scarlet transparency hav- 
ing on it the motto of the Company, 
** Willing and Ready!” The second truck 
also had a similar transparency, on which 
was inscribed the truthful assertion, 
‘‘Shanghai welcomes Grant!” When 
nearly ready to stert, a serious disaster 
befell the Deluge—a spark from one of the 
numerous discharges of fireworks fell into 
a box on the engine containing a further 
supply, the result being a rapid conflagra- 
tion, and in the endeavour to extinguish 
it the decorations of the engine suffered 
material damage, but she nevertheless took 
her place in the procession. 

No. 5,.a manual, better known as “‘ the 
French engine,” was profusely decorated 
with flags, flowers and evergreens, while on 
the box was seated a full-grown figure of 
** The Goddess of Liberty,” attired in the 
orthodox pure white robes, with tri-coloured 
scarf across the shoulder and wearing a 
scarlet cap of the pattern made so famous 
nearly a century ago. In her left 
hand the Goddess bore a tricolour flag and 
in her right a pair of scales, while to her 
right was the motto ‘Paix et Liberté,” 
the same being repeated in English on 
her left. 

No. 6, “Le Torrent,” the French steam 
fire engine, was almost hidden beneath the 
mass of its decoration, which also consisted 
of flags, flowers and evergreens, supple- 
mented by a tasteful disposition of bright- 
bladed tomahawks, &c. The French ard 
English flags graced either side, while in 
the centre rose the Stars and Stripes, a 
number of smaller flags of other nations 
waving around. The trucks were likewise 
ornamented very prettily with transparan- 
cies, flags, flowers, &c., one truck having

AT TIENTSLN.

At Tientsin itself, much preparation was 
made to give the General a suitable and 
joyous reception. The Municipal Council 
erected a fine shed on the Bund and 
dressed it gaily with flags and bunting, 
while chairs and seats were placed on one 
side for the accommodation of the Chinese 
officials, similar provision being made on 
the other side for the Consuls, the ladies, 
and the.members of the foreign community 
generally.

The soldiers forming the garrisons 
jof the forts, turned out under arms, 
with flags, &c., and presented arms. 

At Hsiti Ching, the forts also saluted with 
21 guns, the troops again lining the banks 
and presenting arms, making a fine display, 
the salute being again returned by the 
Ashuelot. 

Meanwhile, the Viceroy’s gunboats, which 


had been ordered to lead the way,/ 
#) having, as before stated, the chief officials 


on board, were miles behind, but making 
most frantic efforts to overtake the General 
and assume the forward position assigned 
them. They only succeeded through the 
accident of the Ashuelot running on shore, 
where she had to remain for two honrs, and 
so enabled them to come up. Here Messrs. 
Denny and Dillon boarded the Ashuelot, 
accompanied by the high Chinese dignitary 
representing the Viceroy, and welcomed 
‘the General and party—no salutes, how- 
ever, being accorded them.

GENERAL U. S&S GRANT 
PEKING AND TIENTSIN. 


(Eatracted from the “ North-China Daily News.”) 


A= their glorious reception at 

Shanghai—the ‘‘ Model Settlement of 
the World’”’-—General Grant, Mrs, Grant and 
party, took their departure further North- 
wards, en route for Tientsin and Peking.

Tuesday night, 
Wednesday night, Friday night, and 
Sunday night there were quiet dinners 


always filled, the residents being invited 
in turn, so that I think without ex- 
ception every resident had an oppor- 
tunity offered them to dine with the 
General; while every evening after dinner 
all were invited to come, so there was a 
reception every night. Still the General 
was not crowded, but left to enjoy himself 
as he chose much of the time. 

Prince Kung, in his return call, was 
cordial and friendly in the extreme, showing 
plainly that he felt the General to be his 
equal, and treating him with all the deference 
and ceremony due to a superior. After 
the introductions had taken place and the 
usual complimentary speeches made, the 
Prince threw off all reserve and for 4 full 
hour held earnest converse with the General 
on matters affecting the relations of their 
respective countries, and also on inter- 
national questions, giving the General an 
opportunity to impress upon the Prince the 
necessity of China being more progressive 
and taking a more prominent part in 
promoting Western civilization, and this for 


her own good ;—that it must come in time, 
and that it was the part of a great Ruler to 
foster such schemes of progress and act for 
the benefit of his whole people, &c., &e. 
At parting, the General escorted the Prince 
to his chair. 

The General left Peking on Tuesday, 
at 6 a.m. He declined an escort to 
Tungchow (a wise thing, if for no other 
reason than to escape the dust a host of 
Chinese always cause), and arrived at his 
boat at eleven o'clock, where he was de- 
tained half-an-hour or more to receive the 
parting calls of the Tungchow officials. He 
then left for Tientsin, arriving above the 
city, where the Viceroy’s steam launches 
were waiting for him, having on board Mr. 
Seward, Consul Dillon and Consul Denny. 
The lauhches took the General’s boats in 
tow, and he arrived at the Ashwelot and 
disembarked just about midnight. 

Tientsin, 17th June. 

On the evening of Wednesday, the 11th 
instant, the Viceroy’s twd steam launches, 
considerately placed at General Grant's 
disposal during his stay at Tientsin, 
started with Mr. Seward, U.S. Minister, 
M. Dillon, French Consul and Senior 
Consul at Tientsin, and Mr, Denny, U.S. 
Consul, to meet the General as far up the 
river as the launches could go, a point 
about 15 miles from Tientsin. The Gen- 
eral’s party had left Tungchow on Monday 
at noon in eleven ordinary travelling boats, 
and were expected to arrive here late 
Wednesday night. The General preferred 
returning in small boats rather than in 
the large official barges such as he had 
used in going, as the latter had proved 


slow and difficult to manage in the upper : 
and shallow parts of the river. Hsti Taotai, 


the Viceroy’s Secretary, received the party 


at Tungchow, and came with them to — 


Tientsin as the Viceroy’s representative, 
It was nearly midnight when the Gen- 
eral—who was about to retire for the night 


and had just proposed that the boats 


should all be anchored and start again in 
the morning, so as to reach Tientsin in the 


day time—heard the signal whistles of the 


steam launches, which were at anchor in 
waiting at the farthest point they could 
reach on the shallow river. The whole 
party on the boats were aroused by this, 
and the boatmen, renewing their exertions, 
soon came up with the launches, which at 
once took the General’s boat and several 
others in tow and brought them at a rapid 
pace over the ‘‘ home stretch.” 

The Ashuelot was reached at 1 o'clock 
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a.m.; and at that silent hour, “when ‘

Thus ended the trip to Peking—the 
first trip the General has made in a large 
country wholly without railroads or steam- 
ers for inland transportation. After his 
trip, the General frequently remarked to 
the Viceroy and other Chinese officials 
upon the great utility of steam cars and 
boats in benefitting the people and strength- 
ening the Government. The sentiments 
of those Chinese, especially in the interior, 
who are unfamiliar with the forms of 
Western progress or hostile to any such 
progress and the change in disposition that 
familiarity with the appearance of such 
novelties is certain to bring about, may, 
with respect to steam power, be fairly 
enough expressed by simply changing one 
word in the well known lines of Pope :— 

** Steam is a monster of so frightful mien, 

As to be hated needs but to be seen ; 

Yet seen too oft, familiar with her face, 

We first endure, then pity, then embrace.” 

On Thursday, our Settlement was once 
more in a flutter of preparation and excite- 
ment. The U.S. Consulate again spread 
its many banners to the breeze and hung 
out its lanterns on the outer walls. For- 
tunately, welcome reinforcements had 
arrived during the General's absence. The 
Richmond's band soon made their presence 
known, and most melodiously did they 
strain to do their duty and make up for 
lost time. From this day forward the weary 
mind had equal chance with the savage 
breast to feel the soothing power of music's 
charms. At the afternoon concerts given 
on board the Ashuelot and attended by the 
numerous lovers of music in the community, 
the bandmaster, whose name has eseaped 
us (Mr. Toots, perhaps), seemed—musi- 
cally—to out-Herod Herod. The selections 
of national airs aroused in the breasts of 
the audience such fires of enthusiasm and 
patriotism, that even ices and cold drinks 
were consumed as fast as they could be 
supplied. The ‘‘ Crown Diamonds” were 
light and sparkling ; the ‘‘ First Kiss” was 
given with the genuine smack of the 
original; and the ‘‘ Devil let loose” was 
greeted on every side with smiles and nods 
of approval. 

The Viceroy, who had been notified by 
telegraph of the General's arrival, called 
at the Consulate at eleven o'clock to wel- 
come the General back to Tientsin. H.E. 
was received by a guard of honour com- 
posed of marines and sailors sent from the 
Ashuelot, and a salute of three guns was 
fired from a howitzer landed for that pur- 
pose. The salute was followed by a musical, 
jingle of broken glass from the Consular 
windows opposite to the howitzer; this 
was the only painful incident that occur- 
red. As the Viceroy approached the gates 
of the Consulate, the troops presented 
arms, the cannon roared its greeting, 
and the band struck up such a lively air 
that the hats of all the spectators came off, 
so that it was hard to say whether heads 
were uncovered from respect to passing 
greatness or because of the vigorous blasts 
that were blowing from the instruments of 
brass. As the Viceroy stepped out of his 
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chair he was received by the General, and 
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the two great chieftains shook hands heart- 
ily. Thus the General gave to Li in China 
as warm a reception as it was his custom to 
give Lee in Virginia—with this exception ; 
for the latter his cannon were loaded with 
powder and shot and in his extended hand 
was a naked sword. After an hour's 
stay, during which a strictly private in- 
terview in the afternoon between the 
Viceroy and the General was arranged for, 
the Viceroy left amid similar honours as 
were shewn when he arrived. 

At 4 o’clock p.m. the General embarked 
on the Viceroy’s steam launch. H> was 
attended by Colonel Grant, Mr. Young, 
the General's private Secretary, and the 
Consular Interpreter. The American flag 
was hoisted on a flagstaff in the bows of the 
launch. On reaching the bridge over the 
Canal near the Viceroy’s Yamén, the party 
landed, the General got into his chair, 
which had eight bearers and was decorated 
with yellow, and the rest of the party 
followed the chair on foot for the short 
distance to the Yamén. A large force of 
picked soldiers, the flower of the Viceroy’s 
regiment of guards, lined the approaches to 
the Yamén and presented arms as the 
General passed. A salute of three guns 
was fired as he entered, and the Viceroy 
received the General as he stepped out 
of his chair and conducted him into 
the Reception Hall. As this interview 
was of a strictly private nature, none of the 
proceedings have transpired publicly ; but 
the Viceroy is said to have been most 
cordial and courteous throughout and to 
have strengthened the General’s friendly 
regard for him. The interview terminated 
at nearly seven o'clock. The Viceroy 
escorted the General all the way to his 
chair, and the former honours were re- 
peated when the General passed out of the 
Yamén and went on board the launch.

At 6 o'clock p.m., the Viceroy called at 
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army were men of every profession, art and 
trade, and he gave this amusing instance : 
After the war, one day while travelling in 
the interior of the country, the General 
came to @ little village and stopped to water 
his horse near a blacksmith’s shop in which a 
stalwart son of Vulcan was beating out a 
piece of iron on his anvil. Happening to 
get into conversation with the man, he 
found that the smith had been Colonel of 
a Volunteer Infantry regiment during the 
war, and had served his country with credit. 
The General rode away to the music of the 
ex-Colonel’s anvil, thinking that he had at 
last found a very nearly literal illustration 
of what is said about beating the sword 
into a ploughshare.—In answer to a ques- 
tion of the Viceroy, the General stated that 
pensions were given by the Government to 
the families of those killed or disabled 
in battle, the Army pension list being 
now about $29,000,000 per year, and the 
Navy list about $2,000,000.—The Vice- 
roy said that in time of war the Chinese 
Army was also organized on the Volunteer 
system, but disbanding such an army 
was always a troublesome and dangerous 
work in Chima, because the discharged 
soldiers often gave more trouble and anxiety 
than the enemy they had vanquished, they 
were so given to plunder and lawlessness. — 
While the General talked of his army and 
its achievements, his features became anim- 
ated, his eyes flashed with some of the old 
fire and his words were terse and vigorous. 
He spoke of his men in terms of affectionate 
remembrance and lingered over the subject 
as though he could not say too much for 
them and too little for himself. 

The interview lasted till half-past seven, 
and then the General and the Viceroy went 
in their chairs, followed by the rest of the 
company, over the way to the residence of 
Mr. Detring, the Commissioner of Customs, 
where high carnival was to be held that 
evening—the fruition of several days of busy 
preparation. Many had been bidden to the 
feast and they all came in season with their 
lamps burning, for the shades of nivht had 
fallen. The band, stationed in a pavilion 
at the lower end of the spacious garden, an- 
nounced the entrance of both illustrious 
guests with appropriate music and con- 
tinued to make the welkin ring blithe- 
somely during the evening. The grounds 
around the house exhibited extensive and 
tasteful arrangements and were illuminated 
with coloured lanterns hung wherever there 
was place. Apparently, the fiat had gone 
forth—“ Let there be light, and there wa, 
light,” plenty of it,—if net seas of it, then 
Li’s of it, as will be noticed below in another 
sense. Unique and pretty designs in 
lanterns met the eye on every side. The 
first one noticed on entering was the device

The 
portico in front of this was utilized asa 
reception and conversation hall, while the 
other end of the portico was used as the 
dining hall. The latter presented an 
elegant appearance. Oovers were laid for 
forty guests who, besides General Grant’s 
party, the Viceroy and the family of 
their host, comprised Mr. Seward, the 
Consular body of Tientsin and ladies, the 
Commanders of the British and American 
gunboats, some officers of the Richmond, 
the members of the Municipal Council and 
several other gentlemen, the Customs Taotai 
and Hsti Taotai, the Viceroy’s secretary. 

If groaning had been a convivial sound, 
the table would no doubt have groaned 
beneath its weight of decorations and de- 
licacies; but what with the excellent 
dinner, the best of wines and the flow of 
soul heard in the buzz of conversation 
and the merry laugh, coupled with the 
genial and courteous bearing of the host 
and hostess—‘‘all went merry &s a marriage 
bell.” 

Dinner over, Mr. Detring who, as host, 
sat with the General on his right and the 
Viceroy on his left, arose and said :— 

Ladies and Gentlemen,—The Viceroy

tion with him on military matters. At 
_ 3 p.m. the Viceroy sent a large number of 
_ valuable presents to the General, Colonel 
Grant and Mr. Young. Accompanying the 
_ presents were some fine coloured photo- 
- graphs for each of the General's party. 
| These phetographs included a large sized 
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siotuns of the General ond ‘Viessoy nitting 
together (taken in the Viceroy’s yamén 
when the General made his first visit there) 
—an exceedingly fine picture, and, with 
two such subjects, quite unique in its way ; 
one photograph of the foreign and Chinese 
guests at the Viceroy’s banquet to General 
Grant; one coloured photograph of the 
Viceroy in plain dress—the finest and truest 
picture ever taken of the Viceroy ; two large 
photos, one front and one side view, of 
the Viceroy in official dress and one cabinet 
size of the Viceroy in plain dress. On each 
of the photoes the Viceroy had written his 
name and title and the name of the re- 
cipient. It may be mentioned here that 
the Chinese photographer has his hands 
full in supplying the orders of Chinese 
officials for these photos, but he will soon 
be able to offer copies to the communities 
of Tientsin and Shanghai. 

On Saturday evening occurred another 
féte which may serve to make the visit of 
General Grant to China a remarkable event 
in the history of that country. Lady Li had 
early expressed her intention of giving a ban- 
quet in honour of Mrs. Grant, and according- 
ly invitations were issued to include all the 
ladies of the foreign official circleat Tientsin.

the Ashuelot Mr. Seward, Mr. Denny and 
family, bound for a short trip to Japan. 
M. Dillon, the French Uonsul, bent on 
adding to his former courtesies by accompa- 
nying the General as far as he could, and 
several officers of the Richmond returning 
to their vessel from leave of absence. The 
Ashuelot’s accommodations are somewhat 
limited even without passengers, and hence 
some of the party were obliged to shift for 
themselves as best they could, and be 
content with a “‘shake-down” on deck 
under the awning for the rest of the 
night. 

At 2 o'clock a.m. the Viceroy passed 
down in his steam-launch on his way to 
Taku to see the General off and bid him a 
final farewell on the Richmond. The Ashuelot 
soon afterwards got underweigh, and by 
9 o'clock had reached the “ halfway forts” 
at Hein-chéng. As the Ashwelot steamed 
past, the forts fired a salute of 21 guns, 
hoisting the American flag, the salute being 
returned gun forgun by the Ashuelot with the 
Chinese flag at the fore. It was 11 o'clock 
when the Ashuelot reached Taku, where a 
triple salute of 21 guns was fired from the 
two forts and a Chinese gunboat, all dis- 
playing the American flag while saluting. 
The salute was returned by the Ashuelot 
as before. 

A fleet of six Chinese gunboats was 
found here drawn up in two lines, through 
which the Ashuelot slowly passed; they 
were the wooden gunboat Tsao Chiang, 
flagship, with Viceroy and staff on board, 
wooden gunboat Chen Hai, ironclad gun- 
boats Fei Chien, Twng Chi, Hu Wei, and T'sé 
Tien. The Chinese tug Hyson and the 
two steam-launches were also in attendance. 

The tide serving to cross the bar, the 
Ashuelot steamed slowly out followed by 
the whole Chinese fleet in single line led 
by the Viceroy’s vessel, and with the 
Hyson and the puffing little launch bring- 
ing up the rear a quarter of a mile away. 
It was a pretty sight. The day was fine 
overhead, a moderate breeze was blowing, 
and the sea, though far from being calm, 
was not unpleasantly rough. The forts were 
brave with flags, their cavaliers, parapets 
and ramparts being crowded with soldiers, 
some on parade and others as spectators. 
The four ironclads, each with a 35-ton bow 
gun and two saluting howitzers, appeared 
to ride the waves as buoyantly as ducks. 
The wooden gunboats were in fine trim 
and gay with bunting. 

When the Ashuelot came up to the 
Richmond she anchored on that veasel’s 


| port side, the Chinese vessels coming 


to anchor at a convenient distance on 
her starboard side. A salute of 21 guns 
was fired by the Richmond, and im- 
mediately after Captain Benham cameo 
off in his cutter to board the Ashuelot 
and welcome the General, captured at last 
after so long eluding the pursuit. he 
General greeted the Captain warmly, and 
had a good laugh over his account of the 
long stern chase, and the blockade the 
Richmond had finally established at the 
mouth of the Peiho to prevent her prize 
escaping again. Soon the Richmond's barge 
came and took the General and his party, 
with Mr. Seward, M. Dillon and Mr. 


Denny, over to the flagship. The General 
was received on board with a salute of 21 
guns, the American flag being hoisted at 
the fore, the yards were manned, and there 
was music by the band and the usual 
hénours from officers and marines. The 
Viceroy’s vessel also fired 21 guns when 
the Richmond displayed the American flag 
at her fore. 

The barge then went over to the Tsao 
Chiang to bring the Viceroy to the Rich- 
mond. But while everyone on board the 
large vessels felt quite at ease in the 
moderately rough sea, it was a very dif- 
ferent thing to brave that roughness in a 
small boat. It was difficult for a boat to 
approach the side of a ship, and still more 
difficult to hold the boat, while pitching and 
tossing, in position by the steps. The 
platform at the foot of the steps would 
sometimes be submerged by a wave larger 
than ordinary, and, when breaking, would 
throw off a great sheet of water and spray. 
The boat would keep bobbing up and 
down, at one moment too high to step 
into and at another much too low. If 
this up and down motion had happened at 
regular intervals, it would have been 
easy for a mathematical mind to caleulate 
the right moment to make this important 
step ; but all such calculations were baffled 
by the cross purposes of the waves, for it 
was a cross sea, most irregular in time, 
direction and height. There was danger, 
too, that one side of the boat while suddenly 
rising, would-be caught by the ladder, or 
under the ladder, and thus capsize the boat.

and thus prevented a dread catastrophe. 
The Viceroy, nothing daunted by these 
perils he had been watching, made a lucky 
step into the boat at the right moment, 
but not so his staff and attendants 
huddled on the ladder waiting for their 
turn. Some of them leaped, some bounced 
and some threw themselves into the boat, 
while many simply fell in. One red- 
buttoned officer, whose face had been get ~ 
ting very pale at the prospect before him, 
but bound to follow his leader, was ob- 
served to single out one of the officers in 
charge of the boat, upon whom he wildly 
precipitated himself, apparently consider- 
ing that the foreign officer’s body would 
act as a buffer, and trusting to the chapter 
‘of accidents to escape a watery grave. 

At length order was restored out of 
chaos. Hats were fished out of the bottom 
of the boat, shaken, and restored to their 
proper polls, thus bringing buttons to the 
front—or top—and ruffled peacock feathers 
to their pristine smoothness, though their 
eyes looked watery and shed briny drops. 
The Viceroy sat in the stern between 
two of the Richmond's officers, and the 
Chinese officers were wedged into the side 
seats with the attendants crouching on the 
floor between them.

reality tumbled out of the boat and up the 
steps. Reaching the ship's deck seemed 
like stepping upon terra firma again, and 
all must have felt thankful as there were 
two mercies to be thankful for, namely, 
getting safely into the boat, and getting 
safely out of it. But the sight of a fine 
ship with her yards manned and band play- 
ing, the Chinese flag at the fore, General 
Grant and scores of officers in full uniform 
on deck, a battalion of marines standing 
like statues at present arms and the heavy 
guns thundering forth a salute, must have 
banished other thoughts from the Viceroy’s 
mind and fixed his attention upon the 
scene before him. 

The General greeted the Viceroy heartily 
and introduced him to the officers of the 
Richmond, afterwards conducting him to 
the handsome saloon, where refreshments 
were served and a half-hour was spent in 
conversation. The Viceroy was then in- 
vited to inspect the ship, which he did 
accompanied by his staff and escorted by 
General Grant, the Captain of the Rich- 
mond, and other officers. He examined 
the guns carefully, especially a 9-inch rifled 
gun, at which the gun’s crew was exercised 
in his presence. He then went below 
and inspected the men’s quarters, the 
sick ward, the store rooms, engine room, 
and the wind generator or ‘‘ blower,” 
—a machine to ‘‘raise the wind,” and 
force it in a current of cool air through 
tubes to every part of the ship and into 
every room occupied by the officers. 

The Viceroy is an unusually tall man 
and was obliged to bend over considerably 
when walking between decks ; but General 
Grant, who is below average height, was 
able to march along withouf striking his 
topmast, as the Captain put it. The Gen- 
eral and Viceroy were just laughing over 
this present advantage possessed by the 
shortest man, when the General's head 
suddenly came into collision with a beam 
somewhat lower down than the rest—and 
with such a sound whack as to cause him, 
like Confucius, to *‘ change countenance.” 
He waa understood to say something about 
its being a mistake for a man to carry his 
head too high in the world, but this is a 
fault that the General cannot be accused of 
when the phrase is used in its metaphorical 
sense. 

Returning to the main deck the Viceroy 
stopped in front of the marines and 
complimented their officers upon the 
soldierly appearance and fine uniforms of 
the men ; he then expressed a wish to see 
them put through the manual of arms, 
which was done in fine style, the move- 
ments being made as by a single man. A 
sergeant was then called forward, at the 
Viceroy’s request, and several times went 
through the motions of loading and firing, 
to illustrate the mechanism of the breech- 
loading rifles with which the battalion was 
armed. The Viceroy asked some questions 
about this and other rifles and then thanked 
the commanding officer of the marines for 
his attentions. The inspection over, the 
whole party returned to the saloon and 
partook of more refreshments, and after- 
wards all joined in a parting glass with 
expressions of mutual good wishes. The 


Viceroy then arose to go and laying his 


hand on the General’s arm, he said in an 
earnest tone, through the interpreter :—

“yy regret having to part 
ou, and you could have stayed longer 
ere that we might have become still bet- 
ter friends. But I will always entertain 
the warmest regard for yuu and remember 
all that you have saidtome.

They then shook hands again heartily, 
and the General afterwards turned to bid 
good bye to the Taotaig and Generals who 
accompanied the Viceroy. Leave taking, 
which had been going on all around, being 
over with, the General escorted the Viceroy 
to the gangway and there shook hands 
with him again. The officers arid marines 
showed the customary honours, the yards 
were manned, the Chinese flag was still at 
the fore, and while the Viceroy and his

Seward ; and then hoisted the French flay 
and gave M. Dillon a Consul’s salute. Th, 
being over, the Viceroy’s vessel weighed 
anchor and stood in for Taku followed by 
the three other gunboats, the tug and the 
launch. Arrived at Taku the Chinese 
Captain of the Chen Hai came in a steam 
launch to. transfer Messrs. Seward an 
Dillon to his vessel, on reaching which the 
American and French flags were hoisted 
and floated side by side at the fore 
(‘Under Two Flags,” by Ouida, price two 
shillings); a guard was drawn up to salute 
the foreign officiala as they came on 
board, and it was found that many special 
provisions had been made for their

British, German and French 
flags Perio ony cane wren om 
top of the Consulate, thus giving pre- 
eminence to none. Madame Dillon, with 
a pleasing sense of delicate courtesy, 
gracefully resigned her rightful position as 
hostess to another lady who, it must be 
said, always charms wherever she holds 
sway ; and M. Dillon in his speech pro- 
posing the health of the General, spoke the 
language of congratulation and compliment 
with the modesty and exceeding good taste 
so characteristic of him. . The brilliant and 
effective illumination of house and grounds ; 
the fireworks; the Chinese performances 
and the delights offered by a spacious and 
artistically arranged garden on a balmy 
evening, were enjoyed without stint by the 
whole community and gazed upon with 
delight from the streets and opposite river 
banks by vast crowds of natives. M. Dillon 
accompanied each of his specially invited 
guests to the outer gate, and while thank- 
ing them for the favour of their company, 
he must have heard nothing but expressions 
of delight at the rare enjoyment he had 
been the means of securing to all. M. 
Dillon was the first to meet the General 
and the last to part with him in behalf 
of the Consular officers, and for these 
and many other civilities, General Grant 
repeatedly expressed his pleasure and 
gratitude ; before leaving, the General 
presented a photograph of himself, bearing 
his autograph, to M. Dillon. 

And here the curtain falls. Ulysses has 
departed to renew his adventurous voyage 
and seek more wonders in the islands of the 
Pacific.

The visit of General Grant to China, and 
the receptions and entertainments extended 
to him by foreigners and Chinese, has 
been a really cosmopolitan rather than a 
purely national event. By foreigners of 
every nationality he has been recognised as 

a distinguished man and a worthy recipient 
of the honours shown to him throughout 
the Western world. In Shanghai, the 
spontaneous action of a community re- 

presenting every nationality, and the bril- 
liant results of their harmonious efforts, 
illustrated conspicuously the unity of 
thought and sentiment that binds civilized 
nations together. Honour to the brave 
and respect for eminent talents, are feelings 
implanted by Nature in the human breast 
throughout the world,—we see their out- 
come in every country of the Orient, and 
especially in China. But civilized peoples 
do not confine themselves, like the Orientals, 
to the histories of their own countries to 


their admiration. The 

history are scanned by Philoso- 

Orators, Divines and Littér- 

to learn all that can be 

of those who may serve as models 

wisdom, virtue or talent for the im- 

provement of mankind. Artists employ 

the pencil, and sculptors the chisel to 

perpetuate the memories of great men and 

their deeds, while Musicians sway the 

emotions of their auditors through the 
works of the Masters of Harmony. 

But in China the situation is different ; 
here the famous men of the West are but 
little known or appreciated ; the country, 
for a score of centuries, has been concerned 
only with herself or her children, and the 
offsprings of other climes have had until 
lately no sympathetic attention. The posi- 
tion of foreigners in this country is such 
that their interests are chiefly identical, 
—not as English, French, Germans or 
Americans, but rather in the way they all 
stand, without distinction as to nationality, 
in the eyes of the Chinese—as “‘ foreigners,”’ 
as “‘ people from without.” 

Therefore, the unanimity with which 
General Grant was greeted had an appro- 
priate and happy effect upon the Chinese ; 
and the attentions shewn by the Chinese 
themselves to the General must be considered 
as offered not so much to an American as 
to a distinguished foreigner, who might 
have been a German or a Frenchman 
without making any change in their feelings 
or sentiments as to nationality. 

These remarks of course apply to the 
mass of officials and people, who have no 
knowledge of general history or of foreign 
affairs ; those who do possess such know- 
ledge are numerically few. 

The princely hospitality of the Viceroy 
Li in behalf of General Grant, and the 
unexpected lengths to which he and his 
household have gone, are certainly cheering 
signs of improvement which will be hailed 
with pleasure by all foreigners alike. The 
Viceroy has thus given a sign—an mistake- 
able one—of his friendly and progressive 
spirit; and he has likewise proved that 
the nobler qualities of mind and heart are 
not wanting in the land of Confucius, <4 

It required no little moral courage to 
stand forth thus, before his countrymen 
and his detractors who are always ready to 
taunt him with pro-foreign tendencies, to 
make bold though tacit declaration that he 
is the open friend of foreigners, and dares 
to manifest his friendship to whatever 
extent his feelings may dictate. That the 
Viceroy has taken this stand the accounts 
of the events at Tientsin during the Gene- 
ral’s visit will amply prove; and it is no 
less certain that General Grant's favourable 
opinion of China, and the cordial senti- 
ments of friendship he expressed to the 
Viceroy—sentiments which may bear their 
fruit in the fullness of time—were chiefly 
influenced by the handsome conduct and 
courteous bearing of the Viceroy towards 
him.

The steel was ent from 
Germany to London, thence to Marseilles, 
where it was shipped on board the Yangéed, 
and on arriving at Shanghai 408 cases were 
damaged, while the remainder were in good 
condition. The goods had been sold by the 
plaintiffs to Chinese, but owing to the damaged 
condition vf the 408 cases, they were unsale- 
able in the Chinese market, and, in con- 

uence, plaintiffs refused to take delivery 
oa sued the defendants for the value of the 
whole 995 cases, alleging that the steamer 
was liable for the damage done.
